Rock county will lect a state senator in the fall of. 1922 in- 


stead of waiting- until 1924. Under the new apportionment bill 
bill reported from the committee in a tentative form Rock coun- 
ty will be a separate senatorial district numbered 15 and,-Wai- 
worth county heretofore a part of the 22nd district with Rock 
will be attached with Kenosha to form the 22nd district.1 By 
this act of the committee the proposal is to go back to the rep 
resentation given the state under the constitution as adopted in 
1848 and again on a number of 
apportionments when the coun- 
ty has been a separate district. 
The last time was from 1900 to 
1910 when John M. Whitehead 
represented the county and the 


1 district. 


The bill as proposed by the 


joint committee does not make 
many serious changes except to 
enlarge some of the assembly 
districts.

The la'st stops in the negotiations 
were made Monday when <ui esti- 
mate was obtained on a, strip of land 
leading into the park 
from

%Vashington street and the end of. 
the car line. 
The property is one 


mile long and a half mile wide with 
a river shore line of practically one 
and one-third miles. 
Action by part of. the council to 


buy the land would acquire for the 
community one of. the last possible 
purl; sites, for the strip along the 
river is adapted for park purposes. 
it is declared. 
There are two en- 
trances from a trunk line highway 
or city street, street car line within 
a short distance and it, is easily ac- 
cessible by automobile or boats.
